THE CAPTIVITY OF 

Lieutenant 
Nathaniel Segar 

During the Revolutionary War. ' 

(Continued from last week.) 

The next morning ten or twelve 
Indians came to the guard-house, 
and requested Mr. Clark; the 
guard told him he might go with 
them.' The Indians took Mr. 
Clark, cut off his hair, painted 
him, and dressed him in an Indian 
dress, like an • Indian chief. It 
seems they intended to make him 
a chief among them. He was now 
at liberty among them. 

It was fourteen days after wo 
were taken prisoners before wo ar T 
rived in Canada. And we then 
felt and said within ourselves; 
these have been very gloomy and 
dangerous days to us, and still 
remain so; for we know not how 
soon our captivity will come to an 
end, nor what troubles and dan¬ 
gers still await us, during.our con¬ 
finement from our frieuds aud 
among our enemies. But we must 
patiently wait till our deliverance 
comes, trusting in the mercy of 
that God, who has hitherto pre¬ 
served and carried us through so 
many dangers and hardships as 
we have experienced already in 
our captivity, and that He will 
still support and comfort us in all 
our afflictions, and prepare us for 
deliverance from savage cruelty, 
and the hands of our enemies, 
and restore us in His good time, in 
saloty, into the bosom of our 
friends, to rejoice in His mercy. 

Wo were here under guard two 
days. After this, we wore given 
up by the British guard to the 
Indians, with an' interpreter, to 
cal’ry us in their canoeS, to Mont¬ 
real, About ten Indians took tho 
charge of us. On account of con¬ 
trary head winds, we were many 
days in going up the river St., 
Lawrence. The prisoners were 
sometimes ordered to march by 
land, with a number of Indians to 
guard them. When we were in 
the canoes, we were not permitted 
to wear our shoes. The canoes, as 
goon as we were on the land, left 
the shore, even before I could pick 
up my shoes. When the Indians 
came up again, I immediately 
went for iny shoes, but I could riot 
find them. I asnea for them,*but 
an Indian told me, they had sold 
them for pipes. I found somo 
fault with them for their conduct; 
but they told me, the King would 
find me shoes. These were tho 
last things they could take from 
me. They had ordered me to give 
them my shirt before, and they 
gave me an old frock for it, with¬ 
out giving me any boots. I could 
not help myself, for I was a prison¬ 
er, and in their power. 

We at length arrived at Mont¬ 
real, and were conducted to the 
commander. There were three of 
us. They examined us and asked 
us many questions; where we 
were takeu prisoners; how long we 
had been in the American service, 
and many other like questions. 

The Indians requested the com¬ 
mander, that they might keep Mr. 
Clark, but ho would not grant 
their request. The Indians thou 
took oil all the ornaments from 
him, aud every rag of clothes, ex¬ 
cept a vory short shirt. They now 
rocoivod their bounty money for 
the prisoners and scalps. They 
took Plato away with them, and 
Sold him to a Frenchman in Cana¬ 
da. ' Afterwards he was sent back 
to his old master, Capt. Rindge. 
Tho rest .of us were given up to 
the British, lye were ordered to 
go With a man, who conducted us 
to the jail, aiid delivered us to the 
guard, Where were ten prisoners; 
and Some of them confined in 
irons. Our situation was now 
truly distressing. We had boon 
so worn down With hunger and a 
fatiguing journey through the wil¬ 
derness, and distressing fears iii 
our minds, that we were almost 
ready to despond. Our allowance 
was net hall sufficient for tts/ In 
this place were multitudes of rats, 
Which would devour the whole al¬ 
lowance that WaS granted us, and 
Was of itself too small for us; but 
we took every measure to secure it 
from the rats. The lice, Which we 
caught of the Indians, Wore a great 
annoyanco to .out bodies. Wo 
WOrCf therefore, afflicted on every 
side. 

We wore kept iu this miserable 
situation forty days, After this, 
we were taken away and sent up 
t|j9 ylver gt, Lqwvpnce, with forty 
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No use to hunt tigers with 
bird-shot. It doesn’t hurt the 
tiger any and it’s awfully risky 
for you.

or fifty other prisoners, collected 
from various other places, forty- 
five miles,' to an island, where 
were a guard-house, a block-house 
and barracks, and also a guard of 
thirty men. In this tour, we were 
escorted by guards, till we arrived 
to tho Island. This movement 
was made in October, the same 
year wo wore taken. 

There wore other prisoners 
brought hero, to tho amount of ono 
hundred and oighly. We were 
guarded by men who deserted 
from the States. They were cruel, 
and abused many of the prisoners, 
and cheated them of part of their 
allowance. We continued here till 
the next spring, 1782. 

During the time of our imprison¬ 
ment hero, our sufferings were 
great and very distressing. We 
had to endure a hard winter, 
which was tedious to. us, under 
our other sufferings. We were 
cooped' up in a dismal place. 
However, v^e made the best of our 
circumstances, that we were able 
as bad as they Were, and under 
tyrannical oppressors; we were 
breathing for our deliverance, aud 
longing to return home to our be¬ 
loved country and friends, and to 
our wonted occupations again. 
None can know our distresses but, 
those who ha-vo felt the same. 
I-Iuugor, fatigue, confinement, and 
anxiety, we experienced duriug 
our captivity; together with cruel 
savages, and unfeeling soldiers to 
guard us. Those, who have ex¬ 
perienced the same, know how to 
pity, and can sympathize with us, 
aud we with them. 

However, in the summer of the 
year 1762, we hoard that Lord 
Cornwallis, and his whole army, 
were taken by Gen. Washington; 
and there would be a general ex¬ 
change of prisoners; which infor¬ 
mation greatly rejoiced our hearts, 
and gave us a lively hope that our 
deliverance from bondage would 
speedily come, which we had so 
ardently longed for. 

Not long after these glorious 
tidings wore announced, and prop¬ 
er arrangements were made, wo 
wero takeu from this Island, and 
wore conveyed down tho river St. 
Lawrenco to Quebec, and ordered 
ou board a ship; but wo wero de¬ 
tained boro twenty days in anx¬ 
ious suspense. Here was another 
Ship provided to take in other, 
prisoners. The vessel we were put 
on board of r was to sail for Boston, 
and the othor was to sail for Phila¬ 
delphia. Wo sailed about tho 
tenth of November, 1782. Wo wero 
iu high spirits, and had a pleasaut 
paSsago, and landed at Castle Wil¬ 
liam, ttn’oe miles below Boston. 
Tho same night wo landed at Dor¬ 
chester point. ML Benjamin 
Clark, my follow prisoner and suf¬ 
ferer, and myself, sot out imme¬ 
diately for Newton, and arrived 
there before we slept, to the great 
astonishment and satisfaction of 
our friends. 

Our friends had hot heard from 
us after we wore taken, till tile 
night we returned homo. They 
could hardly believe their own 
eyes, when they saw us. -We ap¬ 
proached to them, as though we 
had risen from the dead. Surely 
this was a joyful season to ug aud, 
them. Wo all now rejoice in the 
gladness of our hearts, for God’s 
wonderful kindness toward us in 
our long and distressing captivity,

der circumstances of comfort, and 
in safety. 

And what still added to our joy, 
we soon heard that preliminaries 
of peace, had been signed at Paris 
by plenipotentiaries for that pur¬ 
pose. Soon after, this treaty was 
ratified,by the belligerent powers, 
in which they acknowledged the 
United Statds free and independ¬ 
ent. > 

I tarried at Newton some time, 
to refresh myself, after I returned 
from captivity ; and soon after the 
peace, I returned to Bethel, and 
have made mo a small farm, where 
I have resided ever since, and 
have reared up a largo family. I 
have undergone all the hardships, 
and solf denials, which are inci¬ 
dent to thoso who are engaged in 
settling now countries; bub have 
lived to see the town riso from a 
howling wilderness into fruitful 
holds, and in nourishing circum¬ 
stances, and peace and order pro¬ 
moted thorein, and blossings laid 
up therein, for the rising genera¬ 
tion yet unborn. 

•But ago, and the infirmities 
thereof, are crawling upon me, 
and my labor is almost finished, 
apd I soon must go whence I shall 
no,t return, which is only the com¬ 
mon lot of all mankind. I hope, 
When I am called for, to go where 
sorrow is unknown, and where all 
tears shall be wiped away from 
mine eyes, where the wicked shall 
cease from troubling, and where 
all the weary are at rest. 

I spent two years and nine 
months iri the public service of 
my country, and about sixteen 
months in a most disagreeable 
captivity by tho Indians.—This 
was done in the prime of life,when 
it was my duty, as well as all 
young men, to make provisions 
for future life, and for a family 
should they live to enjoy them. 
iVly aim was, when I first went to 
Bethel, in 1774, to make me a 
farm there; but my attention was 
arrested by the revolutionary war, 
aud my long captivity in Canada. 

I was thus defeated for several 
years, in my .designs of making 
provision for future life; and lost 
the prime of my youthful strength 
and activity.

However, I have 
this consolation, that I have labor¬ 
ed for the benefit of my beloved 
country, and posterity. 1 hope the 
results of my toils and sufferings 
will be acknowledged by my conn- 
fry, and prove a lasting blessing 
to it, and be handed down unsulli¬ 
ed to the latest posterity.

to be. Tho comforts of the world 
and religion .are as much as I may 
expect in this life, and are ail I 
ask lor, and are what I earnestly 
desire, and hope to obtain; and 
then I shall be satisfiod. 

It may not be amiss juse to men¬ 
tion hero, that when the Indians 
were on their way from Canada to 
Bethel, in their nefarious desigu 
upon tho inhabitants, and when I 
aud Mr. Benjamin Clark were 
made prisoners, they passed 
through Newry, and entered tho 
house of Capt. Benjamin Barker. 
Miss Mary Bussell and Miss Betsy 
Mason were at Capt. Barker’s on a 
visit. The Indians entered the 
house aud plundered it of many 
articles; but not satisfied .in plun¬ 
dering the houso, they must also 
plunder these young ladies, and 
took several articles from them, 
which they carriod away with 
them. This was a most.cruel and 
barbarous acL in them; but the 
lender mercies of the wicked are 
cruelty! 

After Mr. Clark and I were re¬ 
leased from our captivity, we both 
returned to Bethel. We found the 
young ladies, and we married 
them. I married Miss Mary Bus 
sel, and Mr. Clark married Miss 
Betsey Mason. Both of us have 
had, and reared up, large families 
by them. Mi’. Clark died several 
years ago. The rest of us are yet 
living, and through the mercy of 
God, are in comfortable health; 
and for which we have abundant 
reason to rejoice in his mercy to¬ 
wards us. 

I would further remark, that for 
fhe services, which I performed in 
the revolutionary war, I received 
| the then currency, which afforded 
but little compensation for these 
toils in the defence of my country, 
owing to the rapid depreciation of 
the money in which I was paid; 
that riiy time was almqst lost to 
myself. Indeed, the country was 
uot able at that time to properly 
satisfy the soldiers for their labors 
in that service. And furthermore, 

I have had no compensation for 
the time I was in captivity. The 
loss of time, ancl the hardships I 
then underwent, were felt as in 
tho service' of my country; and 
were so considered, as I was ex¬ 
changed as a soldier, taken in “ac¬ 
tual service, or in time of battle; 
and, therefore,. I always thought, 
and still think, that I, in justice, 
ought to have received some com¬ 
pensation from my country; but 
as I have received nothiug, it still 
adds to my calamity, and which 
has been sensibly felt through life.
